Army, who were 
with the Reinforcements they receieved from the Neighbouring 
Tarkiſh Garriſons,and the freſh Succours ſent from the Port;)at 
Jeaſt 15 0090 ſtrong, beſides the Forces under the Command 
of Count-Teckely, and other Renegado's in 'ConjunQion with

It ſo happened, that the German Foot quarter fell upon the 
Tekelitze, and cut moſt of them in pieces, few eſcaping the 
Sword; &its credibly related, that the Count was one of the 
many Rebets that fettin the Staughter.
